;rt" would the city of New York have 
e authority to impose restrictions on ail 
illutants of the everyday variety. 
The situation in the east was caused by 
combination of things, including short 
ys, different 
atmospheric 
conditions 


oft than at sea level and warmer air at 
gh levels than closer to the ground. But 
fs in effect merely holds in the city area 
e pollutants that fill the air every day 
it are usually wafted away or dispersed. 
tie atmosphere is constantly bombarded 
ith the pollutants from fuels, incinerators 
id exhausts. 


The World Health Organization reports 


that industrial areas have become consid- 
erably aware of the problem in the last 
decade and are generally doing something 
about it but that the poorer nr'dons, with 
no immediate danger, do not vwnk they 
can afford to spend money on preventative 
measures. Unfortunately this is true of 
some areas of the United States as well. 
While Green Bay has restrictions, most of 
the cities in this area — increasingly 
industrial with resultant increasing indus- 
trial wastes including air pollutants — 
have not. The time to begin is before the 
situation becomes serious. 


It is not merely a matter of a bad smell 


or even discomfort in the eyes, nose and 
throat Smog in London in 1952 meant the 
deaths 
of 
4,000 
people. In 
Donaro, 


Pennsylvania, an industrial city of only 
12,000, the deaths of 20 were attributed 
directly to smog in 1948 and 43 per cent of 
the population was made ill. Perhaps even 
more serious has been a study of the 
residents since which shows that a far 
higher mortality and illness rate has 
occurred among those affected by the 1948 
smog. During the London crisis, there was 
an appalling 300 per cent rise in deaths 
among infants and older people. 


Although it has received generally less 


publicity, air pollution in some ways is far 
more serious than water pollution. We do 
not need to go swimming, boating or 
fishing but we haven't yet figured out a 
way not to breathe.

We cannot doubt this. The 


next World War could start 
anywhere — in the Middle 
East, in Africa, in South 
America. For communism is 
no longer something that is

privileged nation. 


Today there seem to be only 


two main forces in the world

The whole continent of South

pitifully few and weak In 
almost all South American 
countries. The decent people 
have little real choice. 


And the same is true in 


many other parts of the world. 
The poor people choose com- 
munism in preference to reac- 
tion, and the affluent people 
(along 
with 
the military) 


choose reaction as the only 
way to stop the march of 
communism. 


Between these two vicious 


extremes, truth and justice 
are crushed in the middle. And 
the U.S., which is supposed to 
represent the viable center, 
has in its obsession with the 
Communist menace, too often 
given aid and comfort to the 
forces of reaction. 


How can we bfat back 


communism in Viet Nam with 
a military dictatorship as 
shaky and cynical as that of 
General Ky's? How can we 
win the common people to our 
side anywhere by supporting 
their oppressors and exploit- 
ers? With the best of inten- 
tions — at least, let us assume 
so — we have only succeeded 
in alientating most of the 
world's people. 


"Winning the war" in Viet 


Nam is meaningless, even if 
possible. When we abandon 
law and ^esort to force — as 
we have there — we give 
sanction to the 'abandonment 
*,of law and the resort of force 
of all nations. If we are no 
better than our" enemies, what 
do we fight for but 
raw

Imports May 
Prompt Quota 


Meat Shipments 
Up; Threaten 
Prices in U. S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Agriculture Department said to- 
day shipments of meats to this 
country may increase enough to 
require government quotas. 


Farm law requires the imposi- 


tion of quotas when foreign sup- 
plies increase enough to under- 
mine domestic meat prices. 


Meat imports have been run- 


ning 32 per cent larger this year 
than last year. But the increase 
has not been sufficient to re- 
quire use of quotas. 


Prices of manufacturing grade 


beef generally have been higher 
in the United States than in oth- 
er meat importing countries. 
The department said this situa- 
tion is expected to continue next 
year. 


in retail prices. 


The United States maintains 


quotas on imports designed to 
limit foreign supplies of fresh, 
frozen or chilled beef, veal, 
mutton and goat meat to around 
980 million pounds. Restrictions 
were imposed in 1964 when 
meat animal prices declined 
and farmers put much of the 
blame on competing supplies 
from abroad. 


The total supply of these 


meats in 1967 is expected to be 
about 19.9 billion pounds, down 
more than 1 billion from this 
year. Yet, with an increasing 
population and prospective fur- 
ther increases in incomes, con- 
sumers are expected to want 
even more than was produced 
this year. 


Beef production will dip be- 


cause cattlemen will be holding 
back more breeding animals 
than this year for the purpose 
of rebuilding herds. 


Because of favorable prices, 


increased foreign supplies will 
be seeking entry. Imports of 
the quota meats this year are 
expected to total 800 million 
pounds. 


It is possible meat producers 


may not put up too much of a 
protest against a modest in- 
crease in import quotas next 
year. Many cattlemen are inter- 
ested in maintaining a stable 
price of cattle rather than the 
ups and downs which have 
marked the industry in the past 
when there was a fluctuation in 
production.

Many farms have lowland 
areas suitable for pond con- 
struction. 


The minimum size should be 


approximately 500 square feet. 
A number have been construct- 
ed using only a few acres. 


There are several types of 


ponds commonly used for this 
purpose such as the level ditch, 
dugout pond and donut pond. 


ponds are formed by 
a dragline in lowland 


areas. In most cases they range 
from 400-600 feet long an 70-80 
feet long. 


Prevents Pressure 


The spoils are deposited 10 


feet away from the edge of the 
pond. This prevents pressure on 
the edge which would break it. 
Spoils are also kept from sifting 
into the pond. They are usually 
made with a 2-1 side slope and 
measure six feet deep. 


Many small ponds are con- 


structed where wetland area 
and money are limited.
